— In th eflrat 
Interview Mrs. Augusta G. Stetson, 
formerly a director of the First 
Church of Christ Scientist In this 
city, has given since the death of 
Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy, ahe made tbe 
poaltlve atatement to-ntglft that she 
expected Mra. Sddy will yat "damon- 
strate" over death. 

"I believe." she said, "that Mrs. 
Fddy will make manifestation; that 
she will reveal herself to me and 
others of the outside world. The 
same altuatlon exists to-day as when 
Jesus of Naaarath. waa burled. 

"After tkraa days ka maalfeatad 
Hlmaelf to prove that there te life 
after death. Mrs. Eddy will do the 
ssme, for she occupies in the world 
of to-day precisely the same posi- 
tion that J^us occupied in His day. 

"It may take longer for Mra. Ed- 
dy to pass tkrougk tka axparianea of 
material daatk to a damonatratlon 
of everlaatiag life; it may not occur 
for years, or It may occur to-mor- 
row; but she will manifest herself 
and all mea shall know of it." 



St. Louis, Dec. 31. — John B. Moia* 
ant and Arch Hoxsey, aviators extra< 
ordinary, were killed to-day. Both 
fell out of the treacherous air with 
their machines, neither from a great 
height, and Molaant'a remaining mte* 
utea of Ufa wara so few aa to eonat 
as, naught. Hoaaay waa kiltod te- 
atantly/ 

M(>ii>aiit met death at 9;&5 a. 
while attempting to alight In a flald 
a few miles from New Orleana. 

Hoxsey, who went into the air in 
the afternoon at Los Angeles, lay at 
2:12 o'clock, a broken, crusht'd. life- 
less mass In plain view of tbe thoua- 
anda, who were watching tka avte- 
tlon tournament. 

Thus the last day of 1910, In 
bringing the total number of deaths, 
of those who have sought to fly, to 
thirty-five, capped the list with tha 
moat llluatrloua of aviatora, who 
have bean writing the history of ay- 
latlon in the sky of two continents. 

Arch Hoxsey, wlio only within the 
week had set a new world's altitude 
record of 11,474 feet, ran afoul of a 
iklfty, ' boiling, treacberoua wind 
wkaa oaly a matter of 500 feet in 
the air and a minute later the horri- 
fied crowd, aroused from the shock, 
was rushing madly to where the 
broken mass of numanlty lay lie- 
naath Is canvass and some broken 
spars. 

Both Molsant and Hoxsey mot 
death In almost the same manner. 

Each machine was headed for earth 
and suddenly seemed to stop, hover 
In the air, then turn over onto Itn 
"nose" and dive headlong to the 
ground. 

Mrs. C. M. Hoxsey, of Pasadena, 
Callfomis. missed by a mere acci- 
dent seeing her son meet his death. 

Arch Hoxsey came into national 
prominence on October 1 1 when he 
took up for a short flight, Theodore 
Roosevelt, who was tkaa vtoltias 
thia city. 

He kad been in the air only nac 
hour and a half to-day, wbw tka ae- 
cident occurred. 

While preiiarln^' to make a land- 
ing on the special tii'ld selected for 
the Mlchelln cup trial, eleven miles 
north of New Orleans, along the 
hanks of the MiasiaalppI river. Mote- 
ant was thrown from a Blariot mon- 
oplane and landed on his head, thir- 
ty-six feet from where the machin* 
struck the ground. Ills neck was 
broken by the fall. Otherwise tkara 
was not a bruise on his body. 

Hte neck was broken In tbe cer- 
vical region, producing death within 
ten seconds, according to tbe coro-, 
ner. The moment Molsant Btruck 
the earth, falling In high weeds to 
the right of the Held, s*-' > workmen, 
who happened to '>«\ '«|J' Picked 
him up while the pressdh^ind offl- 
elate makad to kim. \ 

Wted waa tka eanaa of no acci- 
dent. Molsant, guldad ky tka white 
flags which lined the course, round- 
ed the clr^e twice In an fetfort to 
find a landing place. The third 
time around tbe wind, which was 
blowing about flftaan mllaa acroaa 
tka eonraa, drara tka maektea to tka 
aartk..

In certain parts of joulhern France 
New Year's eve Is sllll celebrated by 
I lie r^nnous feast of asses cf the mid- 
dle iiKcs. Before the coogregatkn Is 
ndiuittcd to tlie ehurcli a great glow- 
ing brazier is placed In tbe nave, upon 
the stone floor, and a broad path from 
the entrance of the cbi.rcb to the altar 
is roped off. 

The ceremony begins with a proces- 
sion of men made up to represent va- 
riooa Biblical cbaractera. At iu bead 
walk two priests alngtBg ar old Pro- 
vencal hymn. When tbe procession 
reaches the center of tbe church aU 
men dressed aa )t«a of tba tlaie of 
Christ step forward o« cm aMt aad 
six gentllea on tbe other.
